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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/01/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The Applicant presents the following argument(s) [in italics]: 
Levine failed to teach the second act of providing the interface and the third act 
of managing the production of the target document 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant. In order for the client to 
1) request and submit print jobs, 2) receive information regarding printer devices, and 3) 
change the printer settings, there must be an interface provided to the client. The 
browser on the client system is clearly a means for communication with the various 
applications provided by the application layer. Furthermore, Levine disclosed of 
presenting a web page to the user regarding said printer device, wherein the user is 
able to change settings on the printer. Thus, the Examiner concludes that the client 
system is provided with a user interface. Furthermore, Levine disclosed of a document 
managing system for managing the production of the target document. (Column 8 Lines 
25) 

The Applicant presents the following argument(s) [in italics]: 
Levine does not teach providing a web page for a selected one of the production 

devices to a client upon receipt from the client of a production request for the target 

document. 
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The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant. Levine disclosed that a 
network print submission originates at the client system (Column 8 Lines 20) . Levine 
further describes the client initiating a request to the proxy server before the function 
calls [regarding the printer] are processed by the application layer. (Column 14 Lines 
65) Thus the Examiner concludes that the client must have issued a production request 
for a target document before said web page is provided to the client.
